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When Lieut. Comdr. S. Walling was de- 
tached from NAS, Houma, La., his orders 


read Brazil. So he sent his wife and auto- 
mobile to New Jersey and bought a Portu- 
guese grammar. Upon reaching Miami, 
Florida, he found modification of . orders 
awaiting him, which ordered him to the 
land of cheese, trees and ocean breeze as 
executive officer. 

Flinging the Portuguese grammar into 
the broad Atlantic, Lt. Commander Wall- 
ing did a right about face and proceeded 
north by northwest with all possible speed. 
As the shock wore away, he had time to 
remember that Tillamook had been a fav- 
orite fishing spot of his prior to his entry 
into the Navy. For many years a resident 
of Portland and Seattle, he had fished the 
Trask and Wilson and had met many Til- 
lamook people. 

Retired frem the Naval Reserve in 1923 
as a lieutenant, the Commander was called 
to active duty in 1942: and placed in charge 
cf a training program for the placement of 
barrage balloons on merchant vessels.- In 
April of 1943 he spent a month at Lake- 
hurst before reporting to Houma, La.

His detachment has thinned the ranks 
of original officers still remaining on the 
station.

Weather Guessers at Work 


In an air age, aerology, the study of air 
(Latin, aer, aeris, “air’) is indispensable, 
and the development of this science is one 
of the striking stories of the War. NAS- 
Tillamook is well served by a first-class 
Aerology Department. It carries out all 
the important functions which a weather- 
forecasting department is called upon to 
perform, such as reports for blimp mis- 
sions, patrol areas, and assisting outlying 
weather stations—all reports done on a 24- 
hour basis. All aircraft are provided with 
weather clearances to their destinations. 
Forecasts for construction and haying and 
painting are not uncommon. One of the 
first jobs undertaken by the department 
was in making forecasts for hangar and 
outbuilding construction on the Station. 
Aerology officers have also been known to 
forecast golf-weather, when off duty. 

Ensign Richard W. Camp is head of the 
activities and pioneered in setting up 
the department. He has had ten years 
Navy experience and a background in aero- 
logy that makes him one of the finest fore- 
easters in the country. He is ably assisted 
by Lt.(jg) V. Ruble, once an instructor in 
Naval Aviation. Last week two new 
aerology officers arrived aboard, Ens. 
Dean Allen Naldrett and Ensign Charles 
P. Harrison, who come to the Station from 
the Navy Aerology school at the California 
Institute of Technology. 

The ten rated men are divided into two 
watches, presided over by Joe Zaffino, 
skiliful Aerograhper’s Mate. “Dal’ Carver, 
who heads one watch has turned many a 
striker into a rated man. His watch in- 
cludes “Sleepy” Sevelius, slow motion from 
Florida; the Rover Boys of New York, 
“Shorty” Colling and “Dick-Jeff”’ Kroeger, 
and “You Play Heck” Tipton, an original 
Ozark.

Navy Review 


BUSHIPS May reports shows that for 
the first time in the history of shipbuild- 
ing a total of 400,000 tons of newly con- 
structed Naval vessels was completed in 
one month. 


The appointment of qualified men from 
the enlisted ranks to warrant and commis- 
sioned grades in the Navy has been con- 
tinuously expanded during this war, and 
such appointments account for an in- 
creasingly larger proportion of officer ap- 
pointments, according to Secretary James 
Forrestal. At the same time the Navy’s 
need for procuring officers from civil life 
is decreasing, and it is now anticipated 
that by next fall appointment of civilians 
will be virtually terminated with the result 
that, thereafter, almost all of the officers 
needed by the Navy will be obtained 
through the advancement of qualified en- 
listed personnel. 


The Navy Mail Service has already in- 
itiated plans to handle the volume of 
Christmas mail for Navy, Marine, and 
Coast Guard personnel stationed overseas. 
The 30-day period from 15 Sept. to 15 Oct. 
has been designated as Christmas Mail 
Month for Bluejackets, Marines, and Coast 
Guardsmen outside the United States. With 
distances so vast and fleet operations so 
widespread, every effort should be made 
to mail early. 


Forty-five thousand discharged from 
Navy and Coast Guard have failed to ask 
for their mustering-out pay. These men 
and women have $100, $200, $300, depend- 
ing on length and place of service, await- 
ing them at the BU S7A Field Branch, 
Cleveland, Ohio. 


Japanese strategy will fight a rear-guard 
action, but will lose the Netherlands East 
Indies within the next ten months, accord- 
ing to David Lawrence of the Washington 
Evening Star. Instead of using naval 
power in the Southwest Pacific, they will 
hug the coast of China and make it almost 
as difficult for allied armies to invade 
China as the Germans have made it diffi- 
cult for the allied armies to invade western 
Europe.
